Manager MecLay last Friday ordered the heavy 
timbers for the derrick at Calgary as it could not be 
obtained in Gleichen, and we understand that the Cal- 
gary firm has been obliged to order some of the mater- 
jal trom British Columbia. 

Last Wednesday Manager McLay and Secretary 
C. Carson: of the Oil Producers Corporation of Canada 
arrived in Gleicnen, and as a special meeting of the 
Lourd of Trade was being held to discuss other mat- 
ters these two gentlemen were invited to attend: when 
Mr. McLay answered a number of questions regarding 
his company’s operations at Gleichen. He also stated 
that while they were not getting a!l the support and co- 
operation in Gleichen that might be expected in such an 
enterprise, nevertheless they were going right ahead 
ith their promise to drill tere, and hoped by the end of 
this month to be drilling a half mile north west of twn. 

He stated the drilling equipment was all ready for 
shipment and that just so soon as the roads were pass- 
able it would be brought up in five-ton trucks from 
outana, which should occupy about two days, and 
would prove more satisfactory than having to load 
and re-load in sh\pping by railway.

The Gleichen General Hospital, a- 
long with all approved Hospitals in 
the province, was requested by the 
Public Health Department té observe 
Tuesday, April 5th, in memory of the 
100th Anniversary of Lord Listet’s 
birth in England 1827, The Father 
of Antiseptics, who did more in the 
c.use of humanity than any other 
man, This surgeon in addition to 
his important observations on\ the 
cougulation of the blood, the early 
st ges of inflamation, etc., is hon- 
ored tor his great work known as the 
antiseptic system of surgery and the 
verm theory of putrefaction, He 
ve. made a baronet in 1883 and a 
peer in 1867, 

‘Ine University of Alberta broad- 
cast an address on Monday, April 4th, 
and qn April 5th Col. Newburn de- 
livered an address at Convocation hall 
for the Edmonton Academy of Medi- 
cine and the University, The Royal 
Alexandra Hospital, Edmonton, put 
their nurses’ graduation on April 5th 
to commemorate this great Man’s 
100tth anniversary when an address 
was delivered, 

All medical and health centres. were 
asked to observe this day and the 
clergy were requested to make some 
mention of this great man on Sun- 
day April 3rd,

The Rev. I’, M. Ross Gibney, spoke 
briefly of him at the evening service 
on Sunday, at the request of the mat- 
ron of the Gleichen Hospital, which 
is one of the recognized hospitals of 
this province, The folowing is a 
brief acount of the life of Lister: 

Sir Joseph(1827-1912), first Baron 
Lister, born on the 5th of April, 1827, 
was an English surgeon, distinguish. 
ed for the introduction of antiseptics 
into surgery, In 1854 he was gr.ad- 
uated in medicine from the Uninver- 
sity of London; in the seme year he 
became Fellow of the Royal College 
of Surgeons in England, and in 1855, 
of Edinburgh, He then became in 
succession professor of surgery at 
Glasgow, professor of clinical sur- 
gery at Edinburgh, and at King’s 
College Hospital, London, and was 
appointed surgeon to the Queen, The 
developement of his theory regard- 
ing the efficacy of antiseptics in the 
treatment of wounds revolutionized 
modern surgery. His public. tions 
include many important books on the 
value of antiseptics,
